‘No New Arguments Offered by Senators Who Speak for Retention 
of Law Licensing Bookmaking and Poolselling—One Advocate 
of Race Betting Quotes Scripture—Three Legislators Are Ab- 
sent Without Reason Being Assigned. 
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JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 9.—Arguments are. still in pro- 
gress in the Senate on the bills to repeal the breeders’ law and to pro- 
hibit bookmaking and poolselling at racetracks. 

Talk for time by representatives of the racetrack interests de- 
layed the morning session until, at noon, it was necessary to take a re- 
eess for the joint ballot on the senatorship. Most of the time was de- 
voted by frrends of the gambling interests to tirades against the Post- 
Dispatch. 

‘At 2:30 the Senate reconvened 


In ogunting noses for the racetrack in- 
terests before the morning session began 
three senators were found to be absent. 

are Senators Buchanan of California, 
McAllister of Monroe County and Curry of 
Ozark County. 

Senator Buchanan is admittedly an oppo- 
nent of the anti-gambling bil). He left for 
his home, which is only %% miles from 
here, yesterday. 

No reason is given for the absence of 
Senator McAllister. Sentiment in Senator 


ma ‘s district is unanimous against 
a. ng and poolselling. 
‘« . here,” not even his son, can ex- 


plain the absence of Senator Curry from 
the capital. Senator Curry once declared 
SMnequivocally that he favored legislation 
against racetrack gambling 

Half an hour before the session began, 
lL. 8. Gardner, president, and J. H. Hark- 
less, attorney of the Elm Ridge racetrack 
of Kansas City, appeared in the Senate 
chamber. Then followed a short confer- 
ence between the two Kansas City men 
and several of the senators, among whom 
were McIndoe of Jasper and Clarke of 
Kansas City’ Clark is one of the senators 
who recently changed his mind on the 
subject of racetrack-gambling legislation. 

Aside from this and an animated con- 
versation near Senator Kinealy’s desk, in 
which Senators Wornall and Brown par- 
ticipated, there was little transpired to 
mark in any unusual manner the action 
that was to be taken. 


Prayer Against Gambling. 
According to custom, Chaplain Bailey 
opened the session with prayer, and there 
was absolute ellence In the Senate cham- 
ber as he invoked divine guidance on the 
senators and enjoined them “not to weigh 
- pecuniary considerations against the value 
' of souls.” He prayed for the lawmakers 
to deliver the state from ‘‘gambling and 
all other vices.” 

The Senate chamber was crowded to its 
capacity when the debate opened. In the 
audience were scores of women. The race- 
track lobbyists remained just outside the 
railing which separates senators from spec- 
tatore. 

Senator Wily called up the bill to repeal 
the breeders’ law. After he had explained 
its provisions, Senator Morton of Ray 
arose to address the Senate. He called 
attention to the circumstances under which 
the breeders’ law was passed and asked 
every senator to cast his vote according 
to the dictates of his conscience. 

“I have no patience with that class of 
men who distrust the motives of those 
who differ with them,"’ Benator Morton 
said.

Second—House bill No. 716, enacting in 
lieu of the breeders’ law, a statute to pro- 
hibit without restriction bookmaking and 
pooiselling In the state of Missouri. 

Third—A bill offered by Senator W. R. 
Kinealy of 8t. Louis, reaffirming in all es- 
eential particulurs the breeders’ law and 
extending the period of racing—that Is, the 
period during which gambling may be car- 
ried on at the racetracks—to 120 days. 

Fourth—A bill recommended by the Elm 
Ridge Racing Association of Kansas City, 
limiting the racing period to 90 days—a pro- 
vision now made by the breeders’ law.

Fight on Breeders’ Law. 

The fight, therefore, is really on the 
breeders’ law and the sole question at is- 
sue is whether the gamblers shall operate 
at the racetracks by virtue of a law au- 
thorizing them to do so. 

The breeders’ law was enacted in 1897. 
Prior to that time there were laws on the 
statute books which permitted bookmaking 
and poolselling at racetracks, but these 
were denounced as class legislation by the 
Supreme court and held to be unconstitu- 


tional. 

Gov. Stephens, who signed the breeders’ 
law, says he did so under a misapprehen- 
sion of its provisions. Not until after the 
bill had received his signature did the gov- 
ernor learn that a big slush fund had been 
up to bring about its passage. 

e evils growing up under the law have 
been recounted from time to time and the 
most representative citizens of the state 
have appeared before the House and Sen- 
ate committees to urge its repeal and ask 
for the enactment of a law that would 
drive race track gamblers from the state. 
Every effort has been made by the ri 
of lebbyists working under the skilifu 
idance of the racetrack syndicate to be- 
the issue and make it appear that a 
‘ght was being made on horse racing. 
ge same men say, however, for the 
purpose of bolstering up thelr argument to 
retain the breeders’ law, that races can- 
not be conducted unless the state legalizes 


gambling at the tracks. 
Conferences Are Held. 


Before the matter was pressed for con- 
aideration today there were rumors of con- 
ferences during the night, which were said 
to have been attended by senators friendly 
to the ganrbiing Interests. 
Attention was directed yesterday to the 
fact that several senators had betrayed 
their pledges to vote for the abolition of 


the racetrack gambling statute. 

Even more conversions to the racing ring 
were reported today. 

Senator Devilbiss has twice gone on rec- 
ord for a law to prohibit bookmaking and 


poolselling. 

In the presence of Senators McDavid and 
Vories he made the remark that he thought 
the best thing to do was to retain the 
breeders’ law. 

This morning he refused to discuss his 
attitude with the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent. 

“My vote will tell the story as to where 
I stand,’ ts all Mr. Devilbiss would say. 
It requires 18 votes to pass or repeal a bill 
in the Benate.

WIFE'S STORY 
BAD FOR WUSSLER

Mrs. William Jeffries Identifies 
Articles Found Near Scene: of 
Shooting of St. Charles Dairy- 
man as Husband’s. 


Mrs. Nellie Jeffries, wife of William 
Jeffries, who is held at Clayton as a sus- 
pect in the murder of William Wuassler, 
the St. Charles, Mo., dairyman, Friday 
night, says the overalls found on the 
Wuseler premises were in possession of 
her husband a few hours previous to the 
shooting of Wussler. 

She also identified the revolver found on 
the route by which the murderers left the 
Wussler premises, as one her husband's 
companion had shown her Friday after- 
noon.

her father, Frank Neetles, in St. Clair, Mo., 
Wednesday afternoon and is held at St.

Louls to St. Charles and after being placed 
in the. jail there, Mrs. Jeffries told of a 
trip to St. Charles with her husband and 
others lest Friday and their return after 
the attack on Wussler was known. 

She says that Thursday she and her 


husband, another man and Annie Jeffries 


left her home to go to Black Walnut, near 
St. Charles, where the men said they had 
work. They boarded a St. Charles car at 
Wellston Friday morning and after reach- 
ing St. Charles spent the afternoon in the 
M., K. & T. depot on the river bank. 

She says that while she and Annie Jeff- 
ries were there her husbard and the other 
man went up to the rallroad and came 
back about dark, saying they had been in 
a game of craps with some negroes. 

She upbraided them for not going on to 
thelr new home and asked that they show 
her some of the money they said they had. 
They failed to show any at that time, 
except a little to buy some lunch, but 
left after drinking some whisky, saying 
they would be back abcut § o'clock with 
some money, “or would get some one.”’ 
At 9:30, she says, the men came back 
and the second man, whose name is sup- 
preased by the St. Charles County author- 
ities, appeared to be intoxicated. 


Men Advised Escape. 
“I was tired, hungry and scared,"’ she 
says, “and I wanted to go back home. So 
when a policeman told us to keep quiet 
as a mumMer had been committed and we 
might be arrested, I waa willing to leave. 
The men said we had better get out. 
“We got on a St. Louis car, but were put 
off at Paddenvilie, the first station, be- 
cause we had no money. While we were 
sleeping in the waiting room there, a dep- 
uty sheriff arresiod us, but after talking 
to us for some time let us go.

“The players put their money 
side of the square they choose. When all 
bets. are up the conductor lifts the cup 
and with a flat rod curved at the end takes 
four buttons away from the pile. He con- 
tinues to remove four buttons until four 
or remain. The number remaining 
indicates the winning number on the 
square. 

“If two buttons remain all who bet on the 
two side of the square get all the money 
lost, proportionately to the amount they 
bet, 10 per cent, which goes to the 
conductor. Sometimes brass discs, each 
with a square hole in the center. called 
cheen, are used instead of buttons.

MILBURN. MYSTERY 


Brother and Brother-in-Law of 
Murdered St. Louis Woman, 
Try to Locate Son Who Went to 
Philippines as Soldier. 


WEALTHY VICTIM HAD 
CONSULTED CLAIRVOYANT 


Los Angeles Fortune Teller Says 
Nothing Occurred to Offer Solu- 
tion of Tragedy—Psychologist 
Employed to Unravel Crime. 


A systematic effort to unravel the mys- 
tery of the murder of Mrs. Nancy Jane 
Mitburn, the former school teacher and 
wealthy peal estate owner of St. Louis. 
whose dead body was found in the sea oft 
Ocean Park, near Los Angeles, Cal., was 
begun Thursday by her brother, W. A. 
Glore of Bteelville, Ill., and her brother- 
in-iaw, John D. Detrich, a lawyer of Ches- 
ter. 

Both men came to St. Louls Wednesday 
night and Thursday morning went to Clay- 
ton, where they began a lengthy consulta- 
tion with Judge G. A. Wurdeman, Mr-. 
Milburn’s lawyer, in St. Louis County. 

One of the first steps they are taking is 
to locate: Mrs. Milburn’s son, Kent Moore, 
about 2% years old; the divorced husband 
of Mrs. Milburn’s daughter, Mrs. Leora 
Beatrice O’Brien, Dr. C. Romaine: and to 
establish the fact of the death of Mrs. 
Miiburn’s divorced husband, William Mil- 
burn, which is said to have occurred in 
the EDast a year and a half ago. 

Kent Moore has not been heard from by 
his two uncles since about two years ago, 
when Mr. Glore received a letter from_him 
in Denver. The letter was sent to Mrs. 
Milburn, who, her brother believes, found 
th young man in Los Angeles. 

Dr. Romaine’s present residence is un- 
known to Glore and Detrich, but it is sus- 
pected that he is living in California. He 
was the daughter's second husband, About 
12 years ago she married George Parkhlil, 
who died in 1894. She later married Dr. Ro- 
maine, but six years ago secured a divorce 
from him. A year later they were recon- 
clled and remarried, but after two years 
were divorced again. She then married 
William O’Brien, with whom sne is now 
living in Watsonville, Cal., 200 miles north 
of Los Angeles. 


Wm. Milburn Reported Dead. 


Both of Mrs. Milburn’s children were 
born of her first marriage to Wm. Moore, 
who died about 1880. In 188 she married 
Wm, Milburn in Randolph County, IL, 
and about 1895 obtained a divorce from 
him. She gave him, her brother says, a 
sum of money anc ne relinquished his 
nusband’s rights in her property. They 
met after the divorce and were friendly. 
A year and a half ago Mrs. Milburn in- 
formed her brothers that she had received 
a letter from her former .husband's sis- 
ter, saying he had died in New York state. 
News dispatches to the Post-Dispatch 
from Los Angeles say Mrs. O’Brien does 
not know where her brother. Kent Moore, 
is at the present time. He went to the 
Philippines as a soldier during the Spanish- 
American war, and his sister says @ie be- 
lievee he is etill there. Thie does not agrre 
with the information in possession of rel- 
atives here, who say he returned at least 
two years ago. 
The dispatches say that all but about 
$100 of Mrs. Milburn’s money has been ac- 
counted for. Among her effects was a 
note for $13,600, which was given her in 
art payment for the three-acre tract of 
and near Delmar Garden, which she sold 
last fall to the Lewis Publishing Co. for 
$18,000.

THE PRESIDENT’S WILD HORSES. 
President Roosevelt was elected by an overwhelming popular 
vote and is apparently one of the most popular of presidents, 
vet all the evidence of his strength with the people did not 
make him strong with the Congress, which closed its career on 


’ March 4. On the contrary, the President exerted little in- 
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fivence upon its aetions. He is in open war with the Senate. 


Congress did not do one specific thing which the President 
recommended. The House passed the Eseh-Townsend bill in 
response to his desire for railroad rate regulation, but the Senate 
ignored it. Nothing was done in the matter of regulating in- 
surance companies, controlling interstate commerce corporations, 
revising the tariff, revising the naturalization laws, reducing 
the tariff on Philippine imports, passing a corrupt practices act, 
changing the Panama Canal Commissfon and other legislative 
eubjects dear to the President's heart. The Senate amended his 
arbitration treaties despite bis open protest, 

Mr. Roosevelt warned the Congress against extravagance in all 
except naval appropriations, and Congress cut down the naval 
budget and broke the record of appropriations. The appropria- 
tions of this session reached $818,478,914.81, exceeding those ot 
the session which provided for the Spanish war expenditures 
by $31,438.652. The appropriations for the two sessions of the 
rg egated $1 ,599,651,289.99, more than a 
. gress would not increase the presi- 
dent’s salary.

OYAMA’S DIFFICULT TASK. 

So far the battle at Mukden has gone decidedly in favor ot 
the Japanese. Oyama’s bold strategy and the indomitable spirit 
of his soldiers have prevailed. He has expelled the enemy from 
intrenchments that have cost a winter’s labor. 

It remains to be seen whether the Japanese have strength 
cnough left to drive their advantage home. Short of the cap- 
ture or annihiZation of Kuropatkin’s forces, Oyama's vistory 
must prove inconclusive. The Japanese have to carry a campaign 
without an objective. Kuropatkin has been a moving target, hit 
but never destroyed. Grant aimed his blows so as to reach 
Richmond. After Sadowa the Prussians had a clear road to 
Vienna. After Sedan the inyestment and capture of Paris was 
only a matter of time. 

GOvama has had quite different task. M\uropatkin so far has 
fought and retired, fought again and retired, beaten but still 
able te recuperate in a new position. if he manages again to 
escape from the Japanese enveloping lines he will have suc- 
ceeded in defeating Oyama’s main purpose. 
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We can have our battleships, but we must wait for the 
pneumatic tubes so necessary for our mails and the con- 
venience of commerce. 
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IN A DESPERATE PLIGHT. 

The story of the young couple belonging to the Newport-New 
York “set” who could not make both ends meet on a joint in- 
come of $360,000 a year is not a creation of humor. It may well 
be a mournful fact. 

The needs of this young couple might be filled with a much 
smaller income. Some couples get along on $1000 a year, or 
about what this exalted married pair find insufficient for one 
day. But unhappily there is a cruel diversity between need and 
want, and whether want is satisfied or not there is fretting dis- 
content, 

Here below man needs little, but wants much. Cotting 
what he needs he flourishes abundantly and does his appointed 
work in health with zest.
